I g uess I ’d better be 
poing,” be said to the librarian, who Av a s 
hovering nea r to a ttend to 
the wants 
of her renders. The bo o k was replaced 
on the shelf, and the blind man arose 
and departed. 
The blind ma n’s telling time by a 
watch impressed a visitor, Av h o asked 
about it.

most 
blind 
persons

watches and often consult them.

watches are of the hunting case sort, 
but they have no crystal, and the nu­ 
merals are embossed.
